2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
includes the limitation of the honeycomb molded plastic bracket having a center 
passage around the upper mast jacket, the center passage defining a sliding bearing. A 
combination of this limitation and the other recited features was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. Palmer et al., cited by the Applicant, and by the Examiner in the parent 
application, does not reasonably teach a honeycomb construction. The reinforced ribs 
of Palmer et al. are not a honeycomb, which ahs regular cellular elements.
